The present invention relates, in part, to a tumor-associated antigen (TAA), such as 
5T4 antigen, useful for eliciting an anti-tumor immunotherapeutic response in subjects. 
The invention further provides that, in immunotherapeutic approaches to treating cancer, a 
successful therapeutic outcome depends on a number of factors, one of which is the ability 
to elicit an antibody response.

The invention shows that immunization of subjects with 5T4 results in a successful 
immunotherapeutic response. In particular, immunization with 5T4 has h«en shown to 
elicit an antibody response.
